Le.advi.le's boast of a deaf-mnte 
society. 

I am a Lendvilllan. There are about 
ten deaf-nintes here, five of whom are 
now attending school at the deaf, 
dumb and blind asylum, in Colorado 
Sprinpfs. That place is very healthy. 

Leadvillo is well known as the 
"Zenith city, ' and is situated 10, '.".jO 
feet above the level of the sea. The 
city has .i new court house and public 
school building in course of tireclion. 

Robert Dwyer, who was educated 
at tbo Michigan Institution, camo 
to Leadv'lle some two years ago and 
.settled at the Iron Mine, of which bia 
father is tho foreman. Robert met 
a\<i a few weeks ao^o and snid it was 
the intention of IiIh family to move on 
a farm in Michigan in thespiing. 

We learn ihut Lynn Mosior, who 
was educated at the New York Insti- 
tulion. has a house and lot on Chest- 
nut Street, in this city, lie is engag- 
ed in 8;nving and chopping wood, and 
is an industrious and sober miin. 

A grocer of this city receiiiiy hud a 
conversation with ns, in the course of 
vvliiidi we were informed th.at bo had 
two de.if-mute cousins who reside in 
the Onnnif<on City. Tliey gradu.ited 
from the Ohio Institution, aud are 
lioth engaged in tailoring. I omit- 
ted to learn their names. 

Duiiiig a visit here of some gentle- 
men from S;in Francisco, we were in- 
formed that a mute named John 
Craig, had recovered his speech 
through experien<'ed medical treat- 
ment. IIo iiMS visited the Sidney In- 
stitution in Anstr:i!ia. 

We deny circulating tho report 
that a deaf and duiul) m.'in, whose 
name could not be learned, fell into a 
mine shaft near Leadvdle and in con- 
sequence recovereti his heating' and 
sj)eech. 

An unknown deaf-muto was recent- 
ly arrested here on tlie charge of 
soliciting alms, but was dii.i:l)ar{i;ed 
on condition that ho loft the city at 
once.

6. Practic.il and successful expori- 
enco in the conduct of a Rchool. 

7. Natural aptitude and love for 
teaching.

Mr. E. W. Frisbee delivered a lec- 
ture before the Boston Deaf-Mutc 
Society last Wednesday evening, and 
was listened to with marked jitten- 
ftioii. His subject was the Irish 
Land League and the war the 
Boers. He e.xjilaiiied about the ini- 
prisonment of Micliiu;l Davitt, who 
was sent to prison by British tyranny, 
because he advocated a just ctiiise. 
He said vcrv few persons in this coun- 
try understood this trouble. It was 
af|iiesiion lietween tenants and land- 
lords. The tenants were oppressed by 
high and unfair rents, and onc-tciith 
of all ho rai.sed went to pay rent. If 
a lord's valibits got into a tenant's 
cabbages, or he shot or otherwise kill- 
ed them, he was luit in pri.son, but 
on the other hand if the lord shot the 
itenanr, it vvus an accident, llo uiiiil 
that this state of things ha'I existed 
in Ireland for the last 100 years. II. 
is a fact that long before Greece a])- 
[leared in her Hplendor, Ireland, by 
ler invenlioiiR, was at the bend in her 
iirts or soieiiocs, and that if given an 
opportmiiiy wouUl iigain take; the 
lead. He did not ngree with otliois 
that the religious strijics had done 
much to bring her down to the level 
she now occupied. He did believe 
that this religious diflerence was the 
source <»f religious freedom, and 
would emancipaio the world. There 
was a man, who, when he was three 
years old, saw tin; roof of his mo- 
ther's cabin carried oil during a snow 
storm by the iigenls of the hiiidlord, 
in order to drive out the family into 
the cold, and he rode in a cart down 
to the sealmaid. He came to Eng- 
land, and glow up to be a niaii. He 
learned something oflibcrty, of right, 
and also learned to love (U'der and 
law. He went back to Ireland to see 
what ho could do to alleviate the suf- 
ferings of the Irish people. Nearly 
twenty years ngo, while there, he join- 
ed the Feniiin brotherhood, find was 
accused of intending sedition and 
sentenced to jienal servitude. 'J'lie 
English government kejit him in that, 
condition until ho was broken in 
health. By a solemn judgment gave 
him the right to come homo to Ire- 
land and live as other nicii, unless ho 
broke the laws. That is t,lie compact 
lietween this great and Emiiin^and 
thi.-) poor. (lonsiimptivo, brokoii-down 
nnin. Michael Davitt was seized at 
night ftnd huriied tojiriHon, for what? 
For crime? Oil, no, simply because 
they had the power to do without a 
irhil. Tliuy hud tried half a do/.un 
^vqII men, and could not send them 
t^) prison, and then the Government 
tried its hand in sending a sick nian 
to prison without a trial. The fact 
that he was in jirison, his life «4>bing 
away, was received with a y(dl of 
triiiniph by the mob of tlie British 
gf^itleriieii who form the llouso of 
(Jommons. It is a retroactive law 
that is allowing every man in Ireland 
ti> bo taken and imprisoned withoii' a 
trial, and withouta hearing, iind with- 
out bail, simplv when the Lord- 
lieutenant snys ihathe desires to have 
them ini|iri.soned. Comjiare our 
wrongs for which wo rel)(;lled with 
I ho wrongs of Ireland. A three pence 
!i pound on tea; a stiimp on p;ip(>r; 
they would not let our rejiresenialives 
into I'ailianicnt. That was nil. As 
to the rent paying, in the last seven 
years |!;j,00l),000,0()0 of rent has 
1)0011 sucked fiotn unhaiipy L'eland, 
Mr. Frisbee sjioko of the honesty of 
)iurposo of Mr. I'arnell and his friends 
who havo been expelled from the 
House of ConiTnons, in Siiying they 
coiihl not hoiK'Stly come b(!foi'e the 
world and ask for money which really 
went to pay rent to the land holder, 
and then proceeded to criticise (Jlad- 
stone severely for his adoption of th(> 
cfxu'cive policy. Tho lecturer, Mr. 
Ifrisbee, denounced tho English 
(jovernnient for sending lierBiilish 
troops against tho Boiirs, and heartily 
applauded tho Boers, Avho were lately 
jdbilant over their vietrfiry.

Mr. S. iiad not th<! requisite amount 
at hand, but promised to aid him at 
some future time. Mottenberger, 
however, came arimnd every few days 
and being put off at each visit, finally 
wt^nt to a b;ink and filled out a check 
for $:$(), wliioli hi) brought to Mr. S.

of reading as cultivated among our 
class. In one of these points, it was 
more a matter of pleasure than regret 
to me to find that thera is one institu- 
tion at least which takes so deep an 
interest in formiijg a habit of reading 
among its jiupils. It is a step in the 
right direction. I shall be glad, to 
find myself mistaken in regard to all 
other institutions. My knowledge 
upon this matter is not limited to the 
one institution where I was taught, 
as you said. I have been, for several 
years, in a position to know that 
whereof I spoke concerning institu- 
tions in general. However, as I said 
before, 1 shall bo glad to find myself 
mistaken, if that is possible. 

Rut, my hasty and choleric friend, 
when you intimsite that I am in favor 
of such works of fiction as " pervert 
the mind aud dwarf the intellect, aud 
are hurtful to the moral ch:iructer,'' 
you are saying a little too much. 
You put me in a position which is so 
contrary to all my known opinions 
and inclinations, that I can hoJp but 
won<lcr whence you derived that ex- 
pression. No one has ever entertain- 
ed a more thorough a contempt for 
this debasing kind of literature than 
myself. The "yellow cover'' never 
had any attractions for me ; on the 
contrary, I turned away from it, if not 
with disgust, at least with a feeling 
akin to it» After four years of school- 
ing at Hartford, I began to read 
Scott, because such works were more 
congenial to my tastes. If you will 
turn to page 102 of the American 
Aiuiah oi i\.\yx\\, 1879, you will find 
my opinion upon this subject, express- 
ed as follows : " But there are, of 
course, some kinds of reading-matter 
to be shunned : dime novels Ih.-it 
have a tendency to excite the imagi- 
ination to undue bounds, and give a 
false color to everything in life ; and 
those books that tend to corrupt the 
morals and weaken tho principles of 
the young. Only upon works like 
these, may partjnts or teachers exer- 
cise their authority in the matter of 
choice." Here is my opinion fully 
expressed, and I am at loss to con- 
jecture how an J- one could possil)ly 
have obtained a different impression 
from my last article, unless it be that 
the tone or spirit of my words were 
not fully apprehended, and a too 
literal meaning given to them. 

Did I recommend such books as 
"The Murder of IJloody Gulch," .and 
the like ? I am not aware that I did. 
The language that I used, nay more, 
the very words themselves, enclosed 
Wilh quotation marks, would suffi 
pientl.y indicate upon a more careful 
l.ernf-nl, the h.alf jesting spirit with 
wliteli .1 used tlvem. 1 slated what is 
a fact, that there are several very in- 
telligent and •woll-respeeted denf- 
iuutes who <lato the t ine of their im- 
provement to the day their attention 
was first attracted towards a dime 
novel. Rut what I m.iintain, and 
have always maintained, is that all 
novels nre not to be ostracised be- 
cause there aro a few which h.ave a 
bad tendency.

On Friday, March 4i,h, a boy, about 
aeventeen years of uge, called on Mr. 
L. Marcus at his .Htore on Washing- 
ton Street, and exhibited a letter, stat- 
ing that his name was Adolf Colin, 
that he was deaf and dumb and in 
need of aid. He aliiO showed Mr 
.Vlarcus another letter adilressed t(; 
'he Rev. Dr. Sonneschein, of St. 
Louis, and the general pul>lic, which 
ivas written on a letterhead of the 
Congregation of Louisville, signed by 
.Messrs. Gerstle and Maas, of that 
f!itv, and to which were attached the 
■ienl of the relief societies of Louisvilh 
:ind St. Louis. Everything appearing 
straight, Mr. Marcus gave the boy 
■irime money, and sent him to Mr. L 
Warner, President of the benevolent 
-■ociety, who gave him more money 
and arailroa<] ticket to Rochester. A 
little while after the youth had left, a 
Christian gentleman came to Mr 
.Marcus' store and told him thfit ht- 
lad assisted ayoung man on the train 
*roin the West who had rep escntcd 
that he was deaf and dumb and ha 1 
o(jt tasted food for twenty four hour 
r.liat he had seen this same person, on 
: lie arrival of the train here, purchase 
1 package of cigarettes ,'it the news 
Htaiid in the depot and had hddvd him 
inquire for Mr. Marcus' address. Mr 
.\Iarcus hurried to the depot at once, 
ind fonnd the felicjw aboard the I^ast 
hound trait5, smelting a cigarette. 
He called tho worthy from the car. 
and accused him of being an impos- 
tor. With the utmost prudence, tin 
boy proceeded to hunt for his pencil 
■ nd paper that ho might discover what 
.Mr. Marcus was saying. Uiiiihh; 
onger to restrain his angf-r, Mr. Mar 
cus slapped the fellow's face. Thai 
•lettled it. Begging for mercy, our 
leaf-mnt<! proceeded to tell a pitxjoiiw 
tale, doubtless made to order for th 
occasion. He was arrested, and his 
letters sent to their writers. 

It seems very queer that this 
precious latl was so able to draw th( 
ivool over tho eyes of two Louisvilh 
gentlemen and various St. Loui>- 
parties that they gave him a letter of 
recommendation to the j»ublic in 
general. They should be more cau 
t.ious in the future. There is no tell 
ing how much money and other sa- 
■•irttance he would have obtained on th< 
Btrenfjlb of this letter, luvX not hiss 
scheme been so opportunely discover 
ed. Once more do I repeat that some 
means of suppressing our travelinjr 
begg irs should b- adopted. We cm 
no longer help perHoiis who appear 
destitute and whom we neither know 
or trust. It is a crying evil. It must 
be reformed. Concerted action should 
Ik! taken immediately. It it is within 
the province of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, let it take 
action. If not, the l)enevoleiit societie- 
of the different cities should co-oper- 
ate to put an end to wandering 
KchrtorrerH.

No sooner had we 
perceived the poHsibilityof the ri.so of 
ill feel it g among the mutes, both of 
your ciiy and this great SUito, than 
we took the field in person to prevent 
this evil, and the result was our re- 
ply to you. 

Well, siill adhering to our original 
principles, we tliercifore ri.se and take 
up oiir piMi to reply again, _ resolving 
not to ])i'ovcoiir8elf a poor ntivigafor 
on the sea oC joiirnalisin, where moi(! 
terrible perils arc frequent. iJiit in 
this, our reply, you ncc4 not be 
harsh in concluding that we arc iii- 
llnenced by excessive enthusiasm, 
wliicli we despise, but a sense of duty 
and justice demands defence. We 
miiy say tlnit yon cliiirisli " no selfish 
motives or ill-feeling" towards Mr. 
J. I). Ziegler. But wo have to say, 
that we are not as yet enlirely satis- 
fied, since you confessed that you were 
informed "of the fact, " through tlie 
pi'TKOHdl motives" of the tnutcs of 
your city.
